a current issue of The Searchlight Mr. Haines reviews the Amer- 
ican debt and iis significance to the American people. He also 
discusses the bankruptcy in statesmanship in Congress in.deal- 
ing with the situation. Mr. Haines' article, in part, follows:

There is nothing to be gained by self-delusion regarding the 


affairs 'of our government. A real crisis is rapidly approaching 
'To.sum up the opinion of informed persons with whom I have 
talked or from whom I have heard, the two outstanding prob 
leins immediately .facing American statesmanship are nationa 
bankruptcy and national hunger. The only doubt is not as to 
the Imminence of these menacing issues; it concerns the abilitj 
of those in authority to find adequate remedies. 


Certainly the present government, particularly Congress 


can be measured by what is or is not being done toward their 
solution. 


No one will dispute that the nation's finances are in an 


alarming state. " We have spent as though our governmental re 
sources'were limitless. It makes no difference that these ex 
penditures were for the most part necessary.; We have borrow 
ed and borrowed from Peter to pay Paul. And more borrowing 
seems probable in the near future. Already, for the fiscal yea 
ending June 30, 1920, the country faces a certain deficit o 
nearly four billions, with perhaps much more to be^ addei 
through deficiency appropriations- With the .existing method 
of raising revenue strained and inadequate, the only seemini. 
answer, which is not a solution, but, a temporary expedient^ lie< 
in more bond issues or a still heavier burden of direct taxation
